EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest the limitations of 
independent claims 1 and 8 directed to a maximum delay period extending past a 
predetermined packet late loss time, wherein following the predetermined packet late 
loss time, stretching or compressing a signal when analysis of a signal buffer indicates 
that the length of the signal in the signal buffer is greater than a predetermined 
threshold, or until receiving the missing data packets or exceeding the maximum delay 
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period. Applicants' Specification, Page 7, Lines 18 to 27, reasonably discloses a 
sufficiently long delay time T that extends beyond a conventional late loss time. 
Generally, it is known to compress or stretch audio data in a buffer in order to achieve 
continuous play as taught by Shlomot. However, the prior art of record does not further 
disclose or reasonably suggest a maximum delay period that extends past a convention 
predetermined packet late loss time, and wherein stretching is performed until either of 
the missing data packets are received or the maximum delay period is exceeded. 
Applicants' Specification, Page 4, Lines 20 to 27, states that an objective is to provide 
for jitter control and packet loss concealment, while minimizing buffer length, delay, and 
artifacts.
